Illinois Man Kills Wife to 
Marry Stepdaughter. 


Amazing Confession of an 


Extraordinary Pact. 


Verdict of Accident Is Set 
Aside by Revelations. 


[8Y A. NIGHT WIRE To THE 

GALESBURG em. Jan. 19.—Rob- 
ert Higgins confessed today he mur- 
dered his wife at New Henderson, III., 
January i, so he would be free to 
marry his step-daughter, Julia Flake, 
15 years old. 

He was arrested after the girl told 
State's Attorney John M. Wilson of 
Mercer county of her infatuation for 
Higgins and that she importuned him 
to dispose of her mother, who, she 
said, was the only obstacle between 
her and happiness. 

prosecutor hesitated to believe 
the girl's story of the extraordinary 
pact she entered into with her step- 
father. But she told how they had 
schemed for hours, devising a plan 
which would make Mrs. Heins 
death appear accidental, She said she 
was in the next room when Higgins 
fired the shotgun Which brought in- 
stant death to her mother. She told 
how Higgins raved and struggled with 
neighbors for possession of the gun, 
saying that he would end his own 
life. Then, when the excitement sub- 
sided somewhat, she said they ex- 
plained that Higgins had been clean- 
ing the = and it had been acci- 
dentally discharged. 

VERDICT OF ACCIDENT. 

Their story was so convincing that 
the Coroner's jury returned a verdict 
of accidental death. Nd one of the 
306 residents of the village suspected 
anything regarding Mrs. Higgine's 
death, and they comforted the widow- 
er and his apparently erief-stricken 
stepdaughter.

D. Turner, 
vice-president; J. R. Turner, secretary, 
and T. D. Turner, treasurer, as the 
officers and agents of the company. 

The Texas Guinan, Incorporated, 
was organized in August, 1913, with 
a capital stock of $100,000, in 100, 
600 shares at $1 each. Its headquar- 
ters are in the Lanco building, on 
South Los Angeles street, where it is 
engaged in selling what is advertised 
as the Texas cure for cor- 
pulency. 

The affairs of the corporation were 
investigated by the recent Federal 
grand jury, but on account of the ab- 
sence of Postoffice Inspector Trout, in 
charge of the case, the matter was 
not determined, and no vote was taken 
on the question of returning an indict- 
ment. The hearing will be taken up 
again by the new Federal grand fury 
convening February 3. 

Cunningham is the leading spirit in 
the enterprise, and last week a fraud 
order was i#sued against the Marjorie 
Hamilton Company, named for his 
wife.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The agri- 
cultural extension bill, previding for 
Federal aid in the dissemination of 
Scientific farm information by prac- 
tical experiments and through publi- 
cations, was passed today by the 
House by a vote of 177 to 9. Under 
the measure the various State agri- 
cultural colleges would receive Fed- 
eral funds to finance plans for ac- 
qQuainting the farmers with facts es- 
tablished by the Department of Agri- 
culture.

SUPERVISORS INDORSE PLAN 
AND FAVOR TAX LEVY. 


Will the people of the entire county 
stand for a tax levy of 2 cents on 
each $100 assessed valuation in 1914, 
and 3 cents in 1915, for the purpose 
of creating a county-wide flower show 
and entertaining prominent visitor- 
to the city during exposition year?

The plan was presented for the 
second time at the meeting of the 
board yesterday, by Frank Wiggin:

Whiffen, of the City Council: M. H. 
Flint, of the Convention League, and 
W. G. Hutchison, of the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association. 

In brief, it is to form a commit. 
tee of fifty, representative of the 
entire county; plant the county high 
ways and vacant places in Los An- 
geles and all the villages in the coun- 
ty, with roses and other flowering 
plants; district this city, and on cer- 
tain days turn over to outside com- 
munities the pleasure of decorating 
a given district for the delectation of 
visitors during 1916.

NOTED PHYSICIAN PASSES. 


Dr. Joseph Silas Baer, Recognised 

Authority on Special Lines of Sur- 

gery, Dies in South Pasadena. 

SOUTH PASADENA, Jan. 19.—Dr. 
Joseph Silas Baer, a noted physician, 
was called suddenly by death at his 
residence, No. 1517 Fair Oaks avenue, 
last night. As was his usual custom, 
he retired on the sleeping-porch, the 
rest of the family sleeping indo 
When his daughter went to awafen 
him this morning she realized some- 
thing was wrong, and a physician was 
called immediately, who stated that 
Dr. Baer had died of cerebral hem- 
orrhage. 

Dr. Baer was born May 12, 1854, 
near Carlisle, Cumberland county, 
Pentisyivania, spending his boyhood 
and young manhood in Harrisburg. 
In 1885 he entered the Jefferson 
Medical College, Philadelphia, from 
which institution he graduated with 
high honors in 1888, and was vice- 
president of his class at the time. He 
located immediately in Camden, N. 
J., where he practiced until 1911, 
when he removed to South Pasadena. 
In his profession, Dr. Baer early de- 
voted his attention to abdominal 
surgery and gynecology, in which 
branches he held a wide reputation, 
and was a recognized authority on 
obstetrics and gynecology.

That portion of the exhibition de- 
voted to pictures of children includes 
half a hundred photographs of groups 
and individual youngsters, which are 
perennially popular and compelled the 
attention of the crowd last night. 

An interesting feature of the exhi- 
bition is a motion-picture show and 
stereopticon lecture under the charge 
of Dr. William T. Stuchell, formerly 
a lawyer and later a minister of this 
city. On Saturday afternoon Dr. 
Stuchell will talk te the school chil- 
Gren on “Young America and the 
Kodak.” Dur ung the entire week 
demonstrations will be given by ex- 
perts in developing and printing, and 
there will be a comprehensive exhibit 
of the “machines” that take the pic- 
tures. 

A valuable feature of the exhibition 
is a collection of photographs taken 
by the Peruvian exploration expedi- 
tion under Prof. Hiram Bingham of 
the Sheldon Scientific School of Yale 
University. Another interesting col- 
lection is the Rodman Wanamaker 
collection, being enlargements of In- 
dian photographs made on the Wana- 
maker historial ex itione to the 
North American Indian camps.

The ethnographic collection of In- 
dian photographs by Frederick Mon- 
sen, F. R. taken during his ex- 
tended observation of the Hopi In- 
dians, and also the Mojave and Navajo 
tribes, furnishes an opportunity for 
fascinating ethnological study. 

Among the notable pictures in some 
of the groups may be mentioned The 
Westering Sun.” by W. T. Knox, in 
the country life group, and “Autumn 
in the Berkshires,’ by Rudolph Eicke- 
meyer, in the same group.

An Association to Be Incorporated 

to. Establish Co-operative Loan 

Banks Like the Prussian System. 

[New York Commercial: ] The pro- 
vincial government of Saskatchewan 
will ask the Legislature to pass an act 
to assist the farmers of that great 
wheat-growing section by establishing 
co-operative loan banks like the 
Prussian Landschaften Associations, 
but having behind them the credit of 
the province as an inducement to in- 
vestors. 
The plan, as explained by the To- 
ronto World, is to incorporate the 
Saskatchewan Co-operative Farm 
Mortgage Association, consisting of 
three members appointed by the gov- 
ernment, In the first place, and of all 
such other persons as may become 
members of the association. It will 
embody groups or units composed of 
not less than ten members, cach of 
whom must be an applicant SFr & 
loan and be willing to merge his own 
individual credit and the security of 
his land with the individual eee 
and land security of all the other 
members of the association. Loans 
to. members on first mortgage are 
limited to 40 per cent. of the land 
value forming the security, and every 
member will accept joint lability co 
the extent of 50 per cent. of their 
own indebtedness. In the aggregate. 
loans advanced by the association 
must not exceed the amount of mort- 
gages taken and accepted. The terms 
fixed are a minimum of fifteen years 
and a maximum of thirty-five years 
and the loans will be repayable in 
equal half-yearly installments, includ- 
ing principal and interest.

BROKER IN JAIL CHARGED WITH 
FALSE PRETENSES.

Obtained Money by Clever Sub- 
stitution of Mining Securities, Is 
Charge—Northern Clubman and 
y Favorite in Jail—Wiilful 
Alleged by Friend. 


James W. Gough, broker, clubman 
and society favorite of San Francisco 
was brought to Los Angeles yesterday 
morning and lodged in the County 
Jail, charged with obtaining $400 by 
false pretenses from Charles H. Dia- 
mond, a stock and bond agent of San 
Diego. 

Gough was arraigned in Justice 
Fordes's court and held in $10,000 
bonds, which he was unable to fur- 
nish at a late hour last night. He 
secured the lege! services of William 


H. Anderson, who will today make an 
effort to have Gough's bail reduced 
to $5000, which sum he says will be 
provided by the broker's relatives. 

According to Deputy District Attor- 
ney Frank Biair, Gough is a clever 
bunco artist masquerading as a broker 
and social pet. He is a fine-looking 
chap, neatly dressed, and with a fancy 
waistcoat. He pleaded to have the 
news of his arrest su , assert- 
ing it would injure the business and 
sccial standing of his relatives in the 
northern city. He said: “I will fix 
things up; it is only a small matter. 

Gough worked a most ingenious 
scheme, said Blair. Last September 
he is alleged to have represented to 
Diamond that the stock of the Bel- 
mont Gold Mining Company was 
quoted on the San Francisco exchange 
at $7 a share. Diamond thereupon 
loaned him sums, when Gough 
placed 10,000 shares of the stock in 
escrow in the Commercial National 
Bank as security for two promissory 
notes amounting to $8000.

“The last session of the Legislature 
was marked by the introduction of a 
large number of bills affecting the 
commercial interests and the rights of 
employers. In a mad scramble for 
so-called reforms, a strong tendency 
prevailed to interfere with the es- 
tablished rights of merchants in the 
cenduct of their business and in their 
relations to their employees. It was 
no easy task to determine what effect 
such proposed iegisiation would have 
upon our merchants and manufactur- 
ers. Frequent meetings were held to 
discuss different proposed measures 
and our association joined the Call- 
fornia Employers’ Federation, com- 
prising a large number of organiza- 
tions throughout the State, for the 
purpose of preventing disastrous re- 
sults from drastic legislation. We were 
successful in preventing the passage 
of some of the most vicious laws and 
of amending others, but many radica! 
laws have placed upon our 
statute books that are very burden- 
some at least. 


“In thie connection we have lately 
ed in obtaining a decision in 
our police court sustaining our con- 
tention that one of these measures is 
unconstitutional. This act prohibits 
advertising or soliciting for employees 
during strikes, lockouts and other 
labor troubles, unless such conditions 
are. mentioned to those seeking em- 
ployment. A test case was made by 
us and our contentions were sustained 
and, as the time for an appeal of that 
decision has expired, the decision now 
stands as a final victory for the rights 
of employers as well as of individuals. 
“During the month of June a com- 
plaint was filed by our association with 
the Ratlroad Commission protesting 
against the discrimination against Los 
Angeles in favor of San Francisco in 
the established express retes to towns 
in California, especially south of Fres- 
no and east of the Arizona line. At- 
tached to this communication was a 
tabulation of the express rates apply- 
ing from Los 4 — and from San 
Francisco, and thirty-eight towns in 
the territory mentioned showed dis- 
crimination in favor of San Francisco 
of nearly 60 per cent. The Wells- 
Fargo Company filed an answer ad- 
mitting the allegations concerning the 
rates, but denying that the same were 
discriminatory or unjust or unlawful. 
Our able counsel, Oscar C. Mueller 
complied exhaustive data and fied 
voluminous briefs of authorities cit- 
ing decisions and tabulating the tariffs 
of other States, and. as a result, the 
Raliroad Commission red an 
opinion on August 1, 1913, in favor of 
our association.

“When temporary sentiments of the 
people, in particular instances, at- 
tempt to run counter to these solemn 
principles which the people have 
zdopted, cheap and groundless dema- 
roguery is often invoked to give the 
people the impression that their will 
is being thwarted by the officer or 
tribunal who supports the Constitu- 
tion as the first will of the people, and 
declares the temporary popular senti- 
ment to be at variance with the sol- 
emn judgment of the people enacted 
into the Constitution. 

“The Mexican idea of disregarding 
the Constitution may not bring about 
as terrible scenes of bloodshed, of 
poverty and suffering, but eliminating 
the physical disasters, if the attacks 
on our Constitution were as genera!

The moment you 
lie down, the moment you yield one 
inch from your present position on 
the rights of labor and the rights of 
the employer, that —＋ o you will 
see the wedge entered that will un- 
lonize the town and retrograde Los 
Angeles to the servile position of in- 
dustrial San Francisco. 

“You have not only to contend with 
labor ynion bosses, but an equally 
dangerous enemy—the yellow press of 
Los Angeles. The only paper in this 
elty wich has aided you in your long 
and arduous fight is The Times. All 
of the other papers here have prosti- 
tuted themselves at the feet of law- 
lees pickets, dangerous demagogues 
and criminal dynamiters and their 
sympathizers. And yet you have won 
out and seen your city prosper. 

“I cannot help but think that for 
the past few years we have been go- 
ing a little too fast. But the greatest 

t we ever had, namely, climate, is 
still nere. We have an active, popu- 
lation, and all minor difficulties wil! 
be overlooked and swept aside, and 
weewlll still march along to even 
greater things than we have yet ac- 
complished. f 

“This community has withstood 
poverty, drouths, frosts, crop failures, 
climatic afflictions and the attacks of 
those human hyenas who would 
bring about riot and bloodshed to 
untonize Los Angeles. It has sur- 
vived those fiends of hell, McNamaras 
and their dynamite: survived Darrow 
and his infamous methods. It has 
survived the Hallelujah Judge. it 
will even withstand as pestiferous a 
fellow as Job Harriman. It wil! witht 
stand the teaching of John R. Haynes 
and his Socialistic followers. Surviving 
all of these things it will still prosper. 

“Let this organization be true to 
its principles; let it stand firmly for 
industrial freedom; freedom for the 
employer and the employed. and our 
progress will continue. The Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion must ever be a factor for good in 
the community, and must fight pre- 
vailing heresies that threaten to sap 
ihe vitality of our body politic. This 
it can do by organization, energetic 
vigilence and untiring industry.” 

The remainder of Graves'’s address 
was confined to reminiscences of the 
old Los Angeles as the speaker re- 
membered it many years ago. He told 
ot how few business structures there 
were then and contrasted the past 
with the present. 

DR. BROUGHER. 


Rev. Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher 
said he believed he was the busiest 
man. in the city and when he re- 
counted all the calls upon his time 
yesterday those present agreed with 
him. Dr. Brougher was one of the 
speakers last year at the banquet of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association and he was so enthusias- 
tically received that Secretary Zee- 
handelaar arranged a “Return En- 
gagement.“ the title of the witty 
preacher's text for his sermonette. 

He told a lot of funny stories that 
have never been heard in Los Ange- 
les before. Evidently Dr. Brougher 
either makes up his own jokes or he 
has access to some extinct joke book 
for he kept his hearers convulsed 
with laughter for more than half an 
hour. 

His serious talk was based on some

of the assets of life and he showed 


how money alone, power alone or 
ever friendship alone cannot round 
out one’s life to its full. 

“A man's valve to society,” said 
Dr. Brougher, “will be increased if he 
has a strong healthy body. Failures 
often come from want of knowledge 
of the mental, physical and moral 
laws of the universe. 

“The largest waste of a nation is 
because of ignorance. Real worth in 
business depends upon vital princi- 
ples, which we must keep in mind. 
You who don't go to church know 
this to be so. If you want more on 
this line I invite you to attend our 
church. (Cheers and applause.) 

“In this day and age it is becoming 
more and more apparent that a clear 
conecience is a valuable asset. The 
employer has a duty to his men. 
The emploved have a task to perform 
which should be done in the best and 
most workmanlike manner. I have 
no patience with the fellow who is 
always looking for the clock to reach 
12 or for the whistle to blow. Whis- 
tle at your work and plan to make 
more of yourselves.” (Applause.) 

The programme closed with songs 
and stories by Walter J. Goldsmith, 
a well-known entertainer.

seated by Burdett to the City Coun- 
cll December 27, last, as one way of 
giving work to the unemployed. It 
was one of many plans resulting from 
the grossly exaggerated and mislead- 
ing reports concerning the situation. 
Burdett was permitted to go ahead 
on condition that the Board of Pub- 


lic Works should not be called upon | 


for money, and that the bureau 
should work along lines satisiactury 
to the Public Works Board and the 
City Council. 

According to the bureau's report 
only a comparatively small number 
of men have been given work, the 
number varying from forty to sixty- 
five. At first there were substantial 
donations of food, groceries and 
clothing, and a small amount of mon- 
ey. The Good Fellows’ Committee 
having received more donations than 
could be disbursed by them, turned 
over the balance or a part of it to 
Burdett's bureau., During the past 
week or two, Burdett says, the dona- 
tions have fallen off and he has found 
it 3 to adopt the 25 per cent. 
plan. 

In some cases, men who applied 
for laborers were told that part of 
the money would be applied for bu- 
reau uses, but in others the employ- 
ers have been left in ignorance of the 
fact that only a part of the cash paid 
by them reached the men who did 
the work for them, Because more 
donations were made in the form of 
clothing and groceries than in money 
the bureau has also resorted to the 
practice of paying the men partly in 
cash and partly in suppijes, even 
though the men employing these la- 
borers paid the full amount in cash. 


CALLED ILL-ADVISED. 


The bureau has not been indorsed ' 


by the Municipal Charities Commis- 
sion and has failed to receive the sup- 
port or approval of many  pubdiic- 
spirited men because they considered 
it ill-advised. The criticiam has been 
made that the cost of maintaining the 
bureau properly is greater than the 
results warrant. It comes under the 
same head as the fundamental prob- 
lem attacked by the Municipal Chart- 
ties Commission when it first under- 
took to improve and direct charitable 
work in this city—the question of 
how great a percentage of the dollar 
donated by? the giver actually reaches 
the recipient.

The obstacle to the development of a 
power plant upon a non-navigable stream 
on the public domain is that a permit must 
be obtained from the Secretary of the In- 
terior to use such portion of the land as 

be necessary for a dam. power plan’. 


and subject to such changes and conditions 
as it may, from time to time, see fit to im- 
pose. The land still remains subject to 
entry under the homestead or mining laws, 
and such entry may effect a revocation of 
the permit. 

The act of 1910, the offspring of the mis- 
chievous and meddlesome Gifford Pinchot, 
authorized the President to withdraw any 
of the public lands from entry and to re 
serve the same for water-power sites until |

All the water powers in the nation should 
be made available for immediate use. 
There are so many of them that they could 
no more be monopolized than the sunshine 
or the rain. The public could be protected 
by making rates tg consumers subject fo 
the control of the States in which the prod- 
uct is supplied, subject, in brief, to the 
same rules as are applicable to other pub. 
lic-service enterprises. 

Subordinate to the paramount con- 
trol of the Federal government to protect 
navigation, the control of water powers 
upon all streams, navigable or unnavigable, 
belongs to the States within which the 
water powers are located. 

The water power problem is a simple 
problem and can be easily and wisel’ 
solved if approached in the true conserva- 
tion spirit. “The present obstacle to this 
solution,” says Mr. Brown, “is the too preva- 
lent idea that proper regard for the inter- 
ests of private investors is a heresy of 
conservation, and that the reservation to 
the government of the very utmost possi. 
bie of profit and of advantage is of the es- 
sence of conservation.”

To submit to the courts in due and 
regular form the question of the constitu- 
tionality of a law is to attack it.

POINTERS ON THE 
NEW INCOME TAX. 


the most important thing pertaining to 
the income tax for the people ot Los Ange- 
les to take cognizance of at the present 
time is that all returns—that is, acknowl | 
edgments of tazable income—must be 
made to the Collector of Internal Revenue 


before or on March 1. Persone failing to 
make the returns by that day will be listed 
as delinquents and 50 per cent. of the in- 


The only exceptions granted are for sick- 
ness and unavoldable absence. The col- 
lector has absolutely ne power to grant an 
extension of time to any person or corpo- 
ration. 

Another important thing to be remem- 
bered is that it is a useless waste of the 
time of citizens and revenue officers for 
those to make returns who are not reason- 
ably certain that their net income is taxable. 
Over 40 per cent. of those applying at the 
Internal Revenue Office to be taxed are 
really not taxable. The law sets forth 


and expects each Individual to be his own 
judge. 

The most sweeping exemption is that of 
an additional $1000 (making a total of $400v 
net income) for married persons. 
Practically the only exemptions not al- 
lowed are for living expenses and for im- 
provements. All money expended in actu- 
ally carrying on a business is exempt. 

It must also be remembered that the in- 
come tax applies on the money that has 
accrued during the last ten months of 1913. 
If the net income after March 1 to Decem- 
ber 31 has been at the rate of over §3000 
($4000 for married persons unless both par- 
tles have a net income above $3000) it is 
taxable. 
Every taxable person must make a re- 
turn. Those not receiving an official no- 
tice that they are expected to make a re- 
turn must make such a return anyway. In 
other words, “ignorance of the law will not 
serve as an excuse.” 

Any person or the officer of any corpora- 
tion who shall make out a fraudulent re- 
turn, or attempt to use fraud in any way, 
will be liable to a fine of $2000 and imprise- 
onment of one year. 


To present, as it has been done many 
times, once more the expenses allowed as 
exemptions in computing the net income: 

First, there is allowed every taxpayer an 
exemption of §3000 (married persons $4000) 
and only the amount gbove that is taxable. 

On all amounts above $3000 and not ex- 
ceeding $20,000, a flat tax of 1 per cent. 
(called the “normal tax) is levied; but on 
all net incomes over $20,000 and up the 
normal tax is levied and an “additional 
tax” as well, 

As an exemption from the normal tax all 
ex necessary in carrying on business 
are allowed. This does not include such 
improvements as enhance the value of the 
business or of property, but ehiefly applies 
to the paying of salaries, rent, the purchas- 
ing of merohandise and goods essential to 
the business. 

The interest paid on indebtedness is al- 
lowed as a deduction. 

All financial losses sustained that are not 
covered by insurance may be deducted in 
computing the net income. 

All debts that cannot be collected are al- 
lowable exemptions. If a debt is allowed 
a° deduction because it is “bad” and is, by 
any chance, subsequently collected, a return 
must be filed of the same. 

All taxes paid are allowed as deductions, 
excepting those for local improvements as 
‘for parks and street work in one district. 

A reasonable amount is allowed each 
year for the wear and tear and exhaustion 
of property actually used in conducting a 
business. 

In computing the net income for the nor- 
mal tax it is also allowable to deduct such 
sums as are received from the dividends 
upon stock ahd also upon such sums as are 
taxed at the source. 

In computing the net income for the ad- 
ditional tax (which applies on all net in- 
comes over $20,000) no deduction of sums 
received from dividends or of money al- 
ready assessed the normal tax at the sources 
is allowed. 

The income derived from all government 
and municipal bonds, or any political sub- 
divisions thereof, is exempt from all taxa- 
tion under the income tax law and need not 
be included in making out any return. 


As has been stated, the normal tax ap- 
plies on all net incomes over $3000. On 
all net incomes from over $20,000 and 
amounting to $50,000 an additional tax of 1 
per cent. is established; and of 2 per cent. 
on all net incomes from over $50,000 and 
amounting to $75,000; and of 3 per cent. on 
all net incomes from over $75,000 and 
amounting to $100,000; and of 4 per cent. on 
all net incomes from over $100,000 and 
amounting to $250,000; and of 5 per cent. 
on all net incomes from over $250,000 and 
to $500,000; and of 6 per cent. on all net 
incomes over $500,000. 

As an example, take some taxpayer who 
has an income of 5100, %, First he is al- 
lowed the exemption of $3000 ($4000 ff mar- 
ried) which leaves his taxable income 397, 
000. On all of that he must pay a normal 
tax of 1 per cent., which is $979. 

Now begins the operation of the add, 
tional tax. First he is allowed the exemption 
of $20,000, as the additional tax does net 
apply to amounts of that sum and less. 
Then on that part of his income which is 
between $20,000 and $50,000 he again pays 
a tax of 1 per cent., making the amount of 
$300. 

Then for that part of his income which 
is between $50,000 and $75,000 he is taxed 
2 per cent., making the amount $500. As 
but $77,000 of his taxable income exceeds 
the $20,000 mark there still remaing but 
$2000 that is taxable. On that amount 
which is over $75,000 he pays 3 per cent. 
or 0 
The total tax paid by a person whose net 
income is $100,000 amounts to $1830.

Main- Street Congestion May 
Soon Be Cleared. 


Council Spurred by Expose 
to Quick Action. 


by Open Channel. 


Immediate relief for traffic conges- 
tion in the downtown district is the 
aim of a resolution presented to. the 
City Council yesterday following the 
expose in The Times last Sunday of 
the tied-up condition, and the batting 
back and forth of responsfbility there- 
for. The resolution was referred to 
the Public Utilities Committee for bs 
consideration at once. 

The plan proposed in this resolu- 
tion, which was inspired by Council- 
man McKenzie, although he was too * 
ill to appear in the Council chamber 
to champion tt, is to require the Pa- 
cifie Electric Company to use its Sixth- 
street line from the Pacific Electric 
depot at Sixth and Main streets to San 
Pedro street, for the routing of the 
red cars on the northern division, un- 
til euch time as the elevated road can 
be built to connect with the municipal 
line on San Pedro street. 

By the placi of a curve track at 
Sixth and San Pedro streets, to con- 
nect the Sixth-street line with the mu- 
nicipal line, this surface route could 
be used. The Pacific Electric com- 
pany has ordered special turnout work 
for the elevated road, and it is pos- 
sible that this could be used in the 
Sixth-street turnout until it is needed 
in the elevated structure, or other 
turnout work could be manufactured. 
The resolution orders the Board of 
Public Utilities to require the Pacific 
Electric to route over the pro 
connection the major of its red, 
cars on the northern division and to 
build such temporary sheds or shelters 
ag may be necessary to provide for 
the comfort of the public, and that 
the company be given thirty days 
within which to comply with these 
provisions. 

The long delay that has been caused 
for various reasons over the es 
of the franchise for the elevated roa 
is a source of deep annoyance with the 
Counctl, and members were ready to 
champion the scheme proposed by the 
resolution as soon as it had been read. 
Upon the suggestion of Assistant City
